his birth confined in a dungeon oz lightleſſe Cane , be 
bꝛought to concetue, 02 belteue the glozte and great mag- 
nificence of the viſible, celefiall, and terrcftriall globes, 
with the wonderfull wozkes of the great Anthoz of Na- 
turo in the ſame? Nay,were ſuch a one ſodainelp franſ- 
ferred to the topps of ſome menntaine oz lofty Turret in 
a ſommers dap, from whence he might beholde the glozy 
ofthe heanens , repleniſhed with that moſf admirable 
Creſſct,who fo2 his glittring and diuine glozp, pꝛouokes 
many nations ofthe wozld to perfoꝛme diuine adozation 
therevnto . To (& (I (ay) thoſe reſplendant and criſtal⸗ 
fine heauens ouer-cannoping ths earth, inueſted moſt 
ſumptuouſl in height of Hatures pꝛide with her richeſt 
liuerp; the particularities whereof, were they deſcribed. 
acco2ding to the trueth of their nature, it might bꝛade a 
ſcruple in the nafurall man, whether Pan were (foz 
tranſgrefſion ) euer vnimparadized oz no. And ſuch a 
man, of whome J ſpeake, woulde (like a ſcule ſodainelp 
franſferred, by the handes of Angells, from earth la hea⸗ 
nen) be beheauened with the toy he would cont eine, by 
reaſon ot᷑ ſo gloꝛious a pꝛoſpet, and ſuch ſoulc-rautſhing 
and ſenſe- bewitching obiectes.

This by way of 
p2eaindle ; now to the matter. 


Tyhereſdꝛe, firſt landing at Vliſhiag, we werehonou- 
rably receiues and entertained, of fir Robett Sidney,lo2p 
Gouernour of that garriſon ; from whence we went ou 
fate to Middleborough, where we toke a ſmall hoy that 
caried vs that night to Sterichzec. Frum thence we then 
fwke our tourney to Somerdicke: From whente wee 
likewiſe crollt the water the nert moꝛning, and at night 
we lap at Brill. Þithcrto we paſſedon fetc,hioriug paze 
ſouldiers ts carry our baggage , bp reaſon that the froſt 
was ſo great, that hozſes were not abls to paſſe, and the 
way vnuſuall. From the Brill the next day we croſſt the 
wafer; and landing, we had waggons that conueped vs 
and ours to the Hage: where, uo ſꝙner being alighted, 
but that ſir Anthony (attended by vs) went to viſite his 
Excellencp, conſociated with maſter Gilpm the Queens 
Agent thither, where continuing not paft an houre to 
complement with the Pꝛince, he withdꝛew himſelke to 
his ladging to repoſc himſelfe: whither (not long after) 
his Excellencie and the States ſent fiſtie great flaggons 
of wine, togither with his Paſſe thꝛough his Countrep, 
whereby he was to take conuop as he thought requiſite. 
The next day to Leiden, ſo to Vtricke, to Dewborough, 
and then to Collen, the paſſage wherevnto was ſome- 
whatbagerous; by occaſton wherof we had fir Nicholas 
Parkers troupe of hoꝛſe to conuoy vs thither; our compa⸗ 
ny hauing 25. of his hoꝛſes to ride on, ⁊ 25. mo25 of his 
troup, beſides the coznetbearer to accompany vs to Col- 
len, which we did in G. dates,ſpending one night meriiy. 

The next moꝛzning, ſir Anthony giuing the troupe 


that were his conuoy a bountifull rewarde, ſent den 
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backe againez wer taking our iourney fo2ewardes ths⸗ 
rowe thoſe partes of Germanie, ag Frankeford, Norem- 
bege, and ſo fo Auguſta, altogether by coach. From 
whence wee hired hozſcs to paſſe the Alpes, in reſpect - 
that it was not paſſable by coach. And from thence we 
were tenne vapes palling to Venice, whither we went, 
with reſolut ton to aide the duke of Ferrara in his warres 
againſt the Pope; who (god duke) fearing the Popes 


turſe, gaue oucr the warres, as the Pope would: how- 


beit we remained in Venice tenne werkes. In which 
time, fir Anthony wentto the Dnke thercof, who enter⸗ 
tained him with all pzincely complement , lending him 
to his lodging, aropall banquet of all kinde of confected 
werte meates, and wine in great aboundaunce; which 
continued a long time. Who likewiſe commaunded that 
we ſhould haue libertie fo ſ& any thing in the cittie woꝛ⸗ 
thy the ſight, which accoꝛdinglp we ſaw, to fir Anthonies 
no ſmall coſt; foꝛ in his rewards, he was there, and elſe · 
where, molt ropall. 

To waite ofthe faſhions and diſpoũtions of the Ger- 
mans and Italians, were a matter not woꝛth my paines, 
becauſe it is to well knowne to all men, that knowes, oꝛ 
haue read, oz heard any thing: therefo2e J will goe fo2- 
ward with our tourney , and wzite of matter moꝛe no⸗ 
nellous, and leſſe knowne to my home - bꝛed countrep⸗ 
men, foz whole lake (chic lp) A haue compiled this Dif 
courſe, | 

Jn Maie next folowing our departure from England, 
we ſet fozwards from Venice, in an Italian ſhip, which 
we had compounded with, amongſt others, to conucy 
vs to Aleppo; but by occaſion of ſome iarres wee hadde 
with ſome Italians (paſſengers as wee were)in the ſhip, 
they landed vs in an Zland ofthe Venetians called Zanc, 
vnto which place wer were two and twentp dayes paſ⸗ 
ung : the captaine aſluring vs, that we ſhoulde —

which was dent rnb much miſchiefe 


had like te haue fallen fhereon 3 but by meanes of cer⸗ 


faine Merchants in the chip . 
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Sir Anthony Sherlies 
then ol the lolle bf their blods (and yet fearcfull enough 
of either) pacified (with much adoe) both parties. Yow- 
beit either part lined watching and warding vntill they 
put vs on ſhoꝛe, on the ſaid Jlanp of Zant : where ther 
left vs hopeleſſe (God wot) of going foꝛwards oz backe⸗ 
wards. There we continued ten dayes, in which time 
we hired aG2ekiſh ſhip, being an open hoate,aud very 
olde, and full of dangerous leakes; yea ſo dangerous 
were the e in eleuen daies (in which time wer 
paſſed from Zant to Candia) continually during all that 
time foure men had as much toile as poſſibly they could 
indure, to lane wafer out of this rotten boate: which 
was ſo weake, that if euen then wee hadde hadde but 
euer ſo little rough weather, there had all our hopes, to⸗ 
gether with our carcaſſes, periſhed, and we neuer haue 
arriued at Candia. Where we made our abode ſome 
twelne dayes, vntill our doate was repaired , and made 
fiffer to bꝛake the ſeag. In which time, the Gouernoz 
of that ale (being a Duke vnder the Uenetians) ſent foz 
ſir Anthony to his Pallate to dinner, who alſo ſent to 
bis lodging, a very great and coſtly banquet , and likes 
wiſe permitted vs (in great fauour)topaſſe round about 
the towne, to ſe the ffrength thereof, which was reaſo⸗ 
nable well 02zificd with oꝛdonance and other adiunds 
of warre, eſpeciallꝑ on that ſive that lay towards the ſea: 
the other partes not ſo ſtrong, ſoz the ditch about the 
Towne was dꝛie. The Jnhabitants ol that towne and 
File are (foꝛ the moſt part) Gʒekes, whole maners and 
behautiozs doe verifie our Engliſh pꝛouerb, which term⸗ 
Artz any man, pleaſantly diſpoſed (by reaſon of wine, oz 
otherwiſe) a merry Gꝛccke; alluding to theſe Gzerkes, 
that alwapes ſit dꝛinking and playing the god fellowes 
befoꝛe their doꝛes:ſome dauncing arme in armt bp and 
done the towne : Some others making ſeme other 
ſpoꝛts, to pꝛocure laughter; and thus gamtlom . 75

Wherevpon the Curkes lain handes vpon vs, e⸗ 
yen vpon our firſt arriuall, thꝛeatning to haue bzought 
vs to Conſtantinople: howbeit they ſtaicd vs in Ciprus 
two daies; in whith time, they were indifferentiy well 
| qualified, in hope ot mony we — them, and which 
92 had, to their full contentmient, ere we partes fron 
them, 
This was the wozt welcome which we recciued 
on ſhoare ſince our departure from the Engliſh choꝛe, 
and made vs moſt to doubt our ſafety. But within two 
dayes paſſage of Candia, as wa came towardes Ciprus 
(which J had almoſt omitted) there is alſo a Gꝛcœkiſi 
Alle (whoſe name (I am aſhamed therfoze) 3 haue quite 
foꝛgotten) whereppon we touched and watered, which 
is lome halt mile ouer, 3 one religious houſe ther-

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in and alone, with about ſome twenty G:ecke friggots 
inhabiting the lame, which is- (as wi thought) an 
other Eden] andthe molt pleaſant place that euer our 
eics behelde, foz the exerciſe oł afolitary and conkont- 
platine life: foz it is furniſhed with the fotzen of all 
Gods god bleffings . All kinde of fruites (as apples, 
peares, plumbes, orenges, lemmonds, pomegt , 
and the like) in great aboumdaunce groweth there:

ſallets , os medicines : wherein bzeaketh fozth many 
freſh and criſtall clere pings of water: hauing 
therewithall, cattelt. (as beenes and muttons there nas 
furalty bzed ) maze than ſuffictent to ſerue that houſe, 
In our trauelles many times, falling into daungers, 
and vnpleaſant places, this onely I land would be the 
place wheres we woulde wiſh our ſelues to end our litſes.

From Ciprus (as from a place we had ſmall reaſon 
fo take pleaſure in, our entertainement was ſo vn⸗ 
pleaſaunt) wee hired a very ſmall boate of ſome ten 
tunne (there being none other to hire) to tranſpozte 
vs vnto the Poly Land, the which was but foure and 
twenty hoares ſailing. But the Turkes (our Taxers) 
tolde vs, that there lay Gallies fraught with Theues 
that robved all that paſſed that way: notwithſtanding, 
we hoiſed vp ſaile, and put our ſelues fo Sea thither⸗ 
ward, abandoning our ſelues to all the rouing aduen⸗ 
tures ol Foztune , being accompanied with an ather 
boate which helde her direc courſe whither we were 
bound, which was taken (as afterward apptered) and 
her men dꝛowned.

wozketh : whereof there is no bottome to bꝛ found; al- 
beif it oeten hath bene tried by all meanes. There was 
nothing elſe woꝛth the noting, vntill we tame whers 
we were to pate by tand agapne. Sa be ſent ſoꝭ cam⸗ 
mels and hozſes to Pabilon{being two dates tozny from 
vs) tocarry ds thither. Where deing no ſoner come, 
fo2 our welcome, woe had all our merchandize arreſted, 
fo; the vſe of the Baſhaw of that place, —— 
thereloꝛe, at his pꝛite and pleaſme: howbeit we han i 
cence to pꝛouide our ſelues an houſe, and heeqealtbet- 
ter with vs then weeerpeced; fo; her gaue vs, by eiti⸗ 
mation, halfe the wozth ol our gedes, whichwasnwv 
pap, from ſo ill a debter. Bethe extoꝛte from fir An. 
thony a great deal of plate made ot pure emęrald, which 
hce purpoſed to beſtow on the Perfian king, by vs cals 
led the Sophy. Yowbeit we pꝛeuented him, foz the one 
halſe of our godes, which was carried into the towne 

in another Turkes name that came with vs, foz which 
fauour,we gaue him (by agreement) foztie crownes. At 
Babilon (being thus entertained) wer remained a mo⸗ 
neth, oꝛ moꝛe, in which time a Dutchman, being one 
of dur company, had like to haue pꝛeferred vs all to the 
headſ- mans handling. Foz, being one day dzunke (ac⸗ 
tozvding to his wont) and withall; bearing a grudge to 


ſome ot dur companp) weut in that mode to ſome ol 


the chiefe Officers of the Turkes in Babilon : made 
— tathem that ** had wor matter ol W | 


#) was (as h@ſatde in our excaſe)the anely.cauſe he 
thus plaied his parte. And withall, defired them toſufs - 


fer their Janizaries to beate him well, and to ſsndþim 
ſo beaten te his maker. Which was done (by ther: 


commaunde) accoꝛdingly. Wherevzon ſir Anthony 
was conſtraind to chamber him vpclole, vntil we wers 
paſt daunger: leauing money with hun to carry him 2 
backeto Aleppo. 
During the time we ſtaied in Babilon, we hade all | 
kinde offowl:,0zth,anv fiſh, with great tore of veniſon 
. very cheape. 
Che olde tower of Babel is thꝛeꝛ dayes iourney from 
this place, which by common and iuſt repoꝛte ofthe in 
habitants ofthis Cittie, is about the height af Paules, 
at this time, as theꝝ by towers of the like height, in our 
eſtimation deſcribed it. It is not hollow, but ſollide tho⸗ 
xowout the baſe, oz fwte. whereof, is ahaut a quarter ot 
a mile in tompaſſe. At conſiſtes ol Bꝛickes baked in the 
Sunne, ol great b2eadth and thickeneſſe, interlined 
with canes pleated like mattes, which remaynemuch 
lelspcrihHed then the Batckes, 
The tower which is called Nabachadnezets/ 'To- 
wer, ſtands hard by new Babilon, which is faſhioned 
much like the other (as it is ſaid): but not lo high as that 
we ſawe, by which doth runne the famous riner Tigris,

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TChus hauing ſpent a moneth;and ſomie what mode, 
in new Babilon, in great feareand perplexitie; by rea⸗ 
ſon of the dꝛuncken Dutrchmans fignes'and fokens (as 
befoze is mentioned) taping the moſt of that time 
fo:aCarauanof the Perſians , and à great company 
ol Merchants, we receiued Letters from Aleppo, by 
which we were wicht to make all poTibſe ſutede from 
Babilon, foz that wer were viſconered there; ſignify - 
ing thus much further vnto vs, that there wers letters 
from thence in all poſt addzeſled to tap vs. By chance 
this Carauan of Perſians were gone but one day be⸗ 
foꝛe we reteiued theſe Leiters, and had they bin gone 
foure dapes beſoꝛe, wee would (one haue ouertaken 
them, in regard of their deaup lading. But after the 
receipt ottheſe Letters, it was but like the ſpurring of 
the molt free hoꝛſe to haſten vs after them, koꝛ withautk 
taking leaue, we ſtole ſlily away, and were ſwne with 
them ; who wonld not goe the direc wap Whüther wes 
were bound, but palled through the Meces tountre p; 
which was fiue oꝛ fixs dapes tourney out of the way on 
pilgrimage, vnto a certaine Sandene, a pꝛophet ot 
theirez whore we Were maued fo accompany, moze 
fo2 feare, than fv2 anꝝ deuotion. In which counke pas 
we palled, we ſaw (that which was ruth to lee) the con ⸗ 
fufed ruines ot maruclous great townes, which had (as 
it ſhould ſeeme) douriſghed when the Medes kriumphed, 
and their commonwealth pꝛoſpered. This pilgrimage 
ended, we went on tem thence direaly the courſe wi 
had determined: demandingorthe Nerſiaus, Whether

The king continued in that fowne aboutfome thirty 
dayes, where many nights the people entertained him 
with ſpectacles and ſhewes in their Balars, which we 
doe call ſhoppes, all couered oner head, as the Ropall 
Exchange. At which allwapes we muft merte the hing. 
Their manner is fo make the greateſt ſhew of thoſe 


wares ther haue, in foure long ffreetes, in the mid⸗ 
deſt whereof is a round kinde of ſtage, couered with 
coſtly carpets, whereon is lapde all kinde of fruites, 
. and wine loz the — banguet withal- 


After 
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After that he hath ſeene ali the ſhewes , fowardes 
night,they ſet vp as many lights as pellible can ſtand 
one by another, conſiſting all of lamps; fo that, vy eſti⸗ 
mation, there burneth at once in thoſe foure ſtreefes a 
bundzed thouſand lamps, ſo cloſe vpon,and round about 
their ſtalls vpon the ground, that a man can t.rdly put 
his hand betwene each lampe. After which ſights,he 
goeth to that place appointed foz the banquet, where 
banqueting till midnight, beeing ſolaced all the while 
with all kinds ofmuſicke, of Inſtrumenks, and voice, 
with bopes and Curtezans, dauncing ſtrange kinds ok 
Zigges and Lauoltaes: without which Curtez ans, no 
banquet, be it neuer ſo coſtly hath any relliſh with them. 
Mowbeit no mans wife comes thereatzneither is it poſ⸗ 
ſible (02 if it be, very rarely) ſoꝛ a man once to ſe a wo- 
man if ſhe be once married, and her huſband liuing,no, 
though it be her owne naturall bzother . So iclous are 
huſbands of their wines loues and chaſtifles , and ſuch. 
cauſe of ſuſpition is there amongſt them in that reſpect. 
There is a tuſtome in that country,thatifthe King pur⸗ 
poſe to make any man great, by enoblizing him, he hath. 
a verprich chaire ſette withſcones carried after him, 
wherein he placeth that man at his banquet in publike 
alſembly. This chaire was bꝛought foꝛ fir Anthony to 
ſit in, and he by the king placed therein accoꝛdingly. 
Mhich made the people much to admire that accident, 
in tgat hee vouchſafed that high favour to a ſtranger, 
without deſert, oꝛ experience of his wozth: whereas ac⸗ 
ciſtomably he would haue great pꝛafe of a mans woꝛ⸗ 
thinefſe , befo2c he would ſo vouchſafe to dignific him. 
Inſtantly as he cauſed fir Anthony to ſit, he gaue him 
his owne girdle from about him loꝝ a further fauour 2. 
which was all of ſeme golden ſtuffe, very curious and 
coſtly,th2& pards long, and an eil bꝛoade. 


Thier — after he ſent a Pꝛelent to fir Anthony 
being 
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bieing atertaine demonffration ofthe great eſtimation 


he havde him in. Which was, foztichozſes farniſhed 


with ſaddles ec.foureof which were very rich and faire, 


fit fo2 the pꝛoper ꝓſe ot any P2ince , twelue camels fo2 


carriage,together with ſixmules,foure and twenty cars 


pets, moſt ot them rich and faire, thꝛee Lents 02 Pauili⸗ 


ons, with all other neceſſaries of houſe; laſt of al, ſir 


men laden with ſiluer. The ffeward that bꝛougght it, 


tolde fir Anthony that the King had ſent him that, 


to defray his charges till the next temoue, which was 
ten dapes off. Inde not ſpeake meze ofthe kings 


bountie, let the wozld,by this, unagin the ref, and how 


hie entreated Sir Anthony, 


And albeit the faſhion and mauer of the Perfians'ts 
not vnknowne to many okour Englich nation, as ha⸗ 
uing, by their owne trauells, attained that knowledge: 


92 by reading, oꝛ credible repoꝛt bin tnfozmed thereof; 
Het ſome what to ſpeake touching the ſame, J hold it 
not altogether amiT:,fozthe better infoꝛmation okthoſe 
(my coint:ymen) that doe not ſo well know it. Foz 
their fitting at meate on the ground, with thetr manner 
of fode and feeding, it is much after the Wurkilh guiſe. 
Their deuotion as the Turkes, but lomwhat different 


in religion. As the Perſian pꝛaieth only to Mahomet, - 


and Mortus Ally, the Turke to thoſe two, and to th:o& 


other that were Mahomets ſeruants. Againſt Which 


thꝛe, the Perſian ſtil inueighs, and hath in al townes, 


men that carry axes on their ſhoulders, challenging 
them to riſe againe, and they are there pꝛeſt to incoun⸗ 
ter them by fozce of armes. 

They vſe much exerciſe, as hawking and hunting, 
with very much choting. Their hawkes arc excellent 
god, which they beare on their right hand, without bod 
oö bell. 

The merchandize and commonities which Perſia

if 
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pieldeth, arefilkes, both rawe, and othertoiſe, of all 
ſutes and colours. Spites, dꝛugges, pearles, and other 
gs Jems : together with carpets of diuers kinds. 

Theſe, with many other commodities of this nature, 
Perſia plentifully affa2veth, 

They wꝛite from the right fide ofthe paper to the left 
like the Turkes, contrary to our manner. Their Let⸗ 
ters 82 Characters being ſo irregular, and as we would 
thinke) defozmed, that to vs it (emeth the wziting of 
ſome vfterly vnſkilfaY in letters oz learning, oꝛ as a 
wilde kind of ſcribling, that hath therein neither fozme 
no2 matter: howbeit they affirm their wꝛiting is molt 
compendious , and euverpletter (well neere) with his 
circumflerimpo2teth a whole wozd , though conſiſting 
af many ſillables. 

They haue not many Bokes, much leſle great Lt- 
b2artes amongſt their beſt Clarkes. Che are no [ears 
ned nation, but ignoꝛant in all kinde ofliberall oz lear⸗ 
ned Sciences, and almoſt of all other Arts and Facul⸗ 
ties, except it be in certaine things pertaining to hoy 
ſes furniture, and ſome kindes of carpettings and filke 
wozkes, wherein they excell. 

They haue neither golde noz ſiluer from any mines 
of their owne, te2 they haue none: howbeit they haue 
money made ot both kindes, in great plentp, together 
with ſome {mall copne made of copper, like our Briſtow 
tokens, 

CThepꝛ conceit of Chiilt i is, that hee was a very great 
Pꝛophet, and a moſt holy and religious man, but no 
way comparable to Mahomet: foz Mahomet (ſay they) 
was that ſinall pꝛophet, by whom all things were, and 
are to bs perfected and conſummated. They further ſap, 
that becauſe God had neuer wife; therefoze Chzilt can⸗ 
not poſſibly be his ſonne. 

It any man conſpire treaſon againſt the king, 02 o⸗ 
therwile 
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in his owne perſon, but in his whole Tribe: 

I they alfirme any matter with an oche, they ſwear 
by God and Mahomet,oz Mortus Ally: and when they 
would be bel&ned, they ſweare by all chꝛer at unte. 

They circumcile their childzen at ſeauen peeres olde, 


accoꝛding to the tuſtome ol their neighbour the Tarks, 


In making water, the men kowze downelike the 
women, and when they doe it, they haue aſpowte oz 
ſpꝛinger, ts ſpirt ſome parte of their water vppon their 


pꝛiup partes, aſwell men as women, which they holde 


 agakindeofreligious duty „ and which in no ſoꝛt muſt 
be neglected. 1 

They buy and ſell men and women in the market, 
which is a pzincipal merchandiſe ot theirs among them 
ſelues. Jfthey buy any yong women there, they f&le 
them enerp where. Jf a man buy a bond-woman fo2 


his owne. carnalitie, and ſhe p2oue falſe to him, hs 


+ (by theirlawe) kill her, as he may a dog in Eng⸗ 


In pꝛaping, they turne their faces towardes the 
South, as we doe towardes the Gaſt, becauſe Mecha 
where Mahomet is encoffined in yzon (which by fozce 
ofa Temples role, conſiſting of Adamant, hangeth,as 
it were, by wayof mpꝛatle in the ape) lieth in Arabia, 
which is South from them. To which, wholdeuer ſhall 
go on pilgrimage (as many of them doe) they are euer 
held foz molt holy and ſacred Saintes, which they call 
Setes, ànd not onely themlelues are ſo reputed, but the 
poſteritie of that man are fo accounted , and of them⸗ 


ſelues are ſo perſwaded. Foꝛ il one hail in any thing 


coutradict them, either in ſaping oz in doing, they will

Their buildings are (fo2 the moſt parte) made of 
bꝛicke, hardned in the land, not made with fire, as durs 
are: wherein they haue very little furniture other then 
carpets vpon their floesʒ and ſuch the pozeſt man hath, 
but the godnes thereot is accoꝛding ts the abilitie ofthe 
owners: their houſes are ali made with flatte rofes 
without, couered with a kinde ofplaiſter, oz earth ſpzed 
plaiſterwiſe. — b 

Heere vnto a fowne called Backo in Perſia , there 
ilſueth out ofthe earth in the manner ol a water⸗ſpꝛing, 
a tertaine kind of ople, in great abundance, which they 
(from all parts of the Perſian dominions) do fetch vpon 
Camels, Bine, and Aſſes, to burne in lamps, which ars 
thc lights they vſe in their houſes, 

The people are now very curteous , bling all ſtran⸗ 
gers with great kindneſſe and ciuilitie, eſpecially ſince 
this Ring bath gouerned. How beit (by repoꝛt) they haue 
beene heretofoze little better (in that reſpc) then the 
Turks. ol EE 

The names of the parts of Perſia, that in times paſt 
were diſtinct kingdomes,are Caſuin, Hafphane, Seraze, 
Knghgollo, Suſter, Curdiſtan, Hammadan, Kirman, vp⸗ 
on Corrozan. Theſe this Ring had when he came fla ſt 
to the trowne; theſe following he toke and wan ſince, 
Tuntabas, Coffe, Corrazon, Buchora, Vrgans, Taskane, 
Strabat, the kingdoms of Maſcendran, Marcu, Ruſten- 
dar, Nure-cugge. The kingdomes of Icglands;the firſt 
Iegland, Reaft, Saughtoſer, Casleeger, Tawlis, Aderbeg- 
ſan, being a great kingdome. | | 
Theſe townes following were loft by his Pzedzccſſo2g 
to the Tgrke , viz. Tawris, Seruan, Samachy, Iange, 
Berthe, with many others; which the Perfian doth'now 
hope to reconer 3 being farre better able then ä

past, foz that he hath. dzawne all the foze · mentioned 
townes and parts into his poſſeſſion: which, when his 
P2edeceflozs wonld innade the Turke befoze , theſs 
would impeach and molleſt. them behinde:ſo that now 
be ffands ſecure from all inuaſion of the bozderers, 
whereby he is able to carry allhis fo2ce cleere,without 
interruption againſt the Turke ,which at the leaſt will 
be foure hundꝛed thoulnd ſtrong. Upon which vnder⸗ 
taking he is (as befoze was mentioned) fully reſolued: 
but firſt by fir Anthonies aduice , he is determined to 
toyne in league, amitie, and confederacie with the 

Chꝛiſtian pꝛinces, by meanes whereof,he may the ſw⸗ 
ner pꝛeuaile in his purpoſe, and thereby vfterly ſup⸗ 
pꝛeſſe the Turke, Yowbcit his councellers were all ob⸗ 
ſkinately bent againſt theſe determinations and pꝛo⸗ 
ceedings at the firſt, yet the king with his generall, Who 
is a Georgian Chʒiſtian ( ſtill animated and pꝛouoked 
there vnto by fir Anthonies foꝛcible perſwaſions) were 
reſolute and confident jo the cauſe , and b&ing ſo irre⸗ 
monable, at laſt pꝛeuailed, and all the ref abſolutely aſ- 
ſented, And by that mutuall conſent of the king and his 
tcounſell, no man was thought ſo ſit to be tmployed in 
Embaſſie to the chziſtian pꝛintes (to the purpole aboue 
recited ) as fir Anthony being a Chꝛiſtian, and the firſt 
mouer of the king to theſe vndertakings, appointing 
a great man of the Perſians to accompany him in thoſe 
duſineſles, but the whole burden thereof to lie onely vp- 
on fir Anthony, who yndertoke the ſame actozdinglip.

Which becing tonchuded, and thus vndertaken, wer 
were ready to departe from the Kings court, lying then 
at Haſphane, when ſuddainly there came newes 
of a Poztingall fryer, that was comming thither , ac- 
tompanied with two other fryers, and foure ſeruants:

of Spaine as P2ocuratoz generall of al the Eaſt Indies. 
Sir Anthony beleruing it, went himſelſe, accompanied 
with as many chꝛiſtians as he could get, to the Frigot. 
And after mutuall greetings, hi tolde ſir Anthony, that 
hearing of his great and weighty buſineſſes, and ſo 
godly a wozke (he being a great bichoppe of the king of 
Spaines) came poſting night and day to aſſiſt him there⸗ 
in. Which fir Anthony was right glad of, and to ma⸗ 
nifeft the ſame the better, her bzought him along to his 
owne houſe, and there diflodgep his bꝛother to lodge 
him. 

This being done, her folde fir Anthony, that he& 
greatly deſired to lee the Ring, ſoꝛ that hee had a pꝛeſent 
to beſtow on him, which fir Anthony ſene pzocured. 
But now, by the way, this pꝛeſent was deliuered him 
in truſt, to be deliuered to the king, howbeit he pꝛelen⸗ 
ted it in hisowne name, in requitall whereof the King 
gaue him a Crucifire wozth (by eſtimation) a hundꝛed 
pounds and better: which villany , and many others, 
fir Anthony afterwards diſcouered, though the meane 
while he held him fo2 a holy man. 

Ere we departed from the Ring, he would faine (by 
the Kings Commuſſion ) haue bin an Agent in the pꝛe⸗ 
ſent action, wherein ſir Anthony was pꝛincipally cm- 
ployed , and likely he was to haue bin one, with vni⸗ 
uerſall conſent, but that the wartings e all other things 
therevnts incident were befozcperfeccd and finiſhed. 
And ſeeing he could be no acto2(as hee defired) by reaſon 
thereof, he intreated fir Anthony to pꝛocure the Kings 
kauonrable letters, in his behalſe, to the Pope, and the 
Ling of Spainez which ſür Anthony did accozdingly. An 
requitall whereof, he beganne (under - hand) to — 
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Sir Anthony Sherlies 
take him with a whoꝛe at night And 3 will tell 
i ieaſt concerning him, which J hadde almoſt 1 
ten. | 
One dap, at 3 be ſent his man to a haze. 
ing her with two Chickins, (which is two rialles) to 
come vito him at night, taking vppon him the name 
of the Embaſſadoz. The kinde wench being true of 
pꝛomiſe, came vnto ſir Anthony, who demaunding 
the cauſe of her-comming , ſhe tolde him all, tc. De 
the wench went away gratis with the money, the frier 
not daring to demaund it. 

Thus hauing merrily paſſed the time with this ſozp 
Frier, and being come to the place where we ſhunlde 
be imbarked, we ſtayed there one moncth ſoz the 
Perſian Pere, that was to goe along with vs, as be- 
koze is mentioned. 

Cpon whoſe comming, Wee pꝛeſentiy imbarked our 
ſelues foz Haſter- caune, which is the firſt landing LINE 
ofthe Emperour of Ruſciaes countrey to Perſia ard. 

Upon the Caſpian ſea (which wee were to crofſe)w 
were tus moneths befoze wee landed: which time wer 
indured with much paine, and no leſſe feare, hauing 
(beſides the naturall roughneſle of the ſea) very much 
foule and ſtoꝛmy weather: by reaſon whereof we had 
bene like to haue ſuffered Gippeiaticke » which twice 
firoke on ground, ſa that war were conſtrained to 
dil burden the ſame ol a great parte ot our ſubſtaunce. 
Howbeit in the end God lo blefſcd vs, that in two mo⸗ 
neths wee came to our wichen harbozow. Where bes 
ing arriued, the ae of . N 
landing, ſent a Captapne with oth & guarde ts 
and to conduct vs to the Ie enge here 
was landed but the 8 n Embaſſabour that 
W as befoze, onely hy 00 
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From which cattte to Maſcotowne we were, 
atr; nd by land, tenne weekes palling. 
ar Anthony and his company, with the

ble men palled in canches. Then was caried, in a great 


cheſt, che ſoꝛeuamed Image, guarded by a great man :

Image. And laſt ofall came that huge bell, bemgof

They faſtned 
ire exceeding long hawſers , oz mighty great gable 
ropes in ſix lengths to the frame whereon the bell was 
placed. In this ranke of ropes were plated thoſe th;& 
thouſand and ire hundꝛed men, with litle codes ouer 
their choulders, faſfned to the great hawſers, dꝛawing

The next dap following we toke our tourney (that 


is tu ſap, in mid Maie) towards Saint Nicolas to take 


ſhipping, which was ſome ſixe werkes paſſage by land 
and riuer. During all which time, we ſaw nothing, in 
a maner, but wods and water. Eut being come to the 
ſea ſide, being the place where wer were to take ſhip, 
weKayed there one moneky (v3 pꝛouiſion ſoz our iour⸗ 
ney . 

In which time we were diuers times inuited abode 
Enalth ſhippes, where we were roially banquetted at 
the Agents charges and the merchants. To the ſolem⸗ 
nization of which bauquets we had thzee hundzed hun⸗ 
dꝛed great ſhot. And as wor ſtayed there, one Maiſter 
Megricke. a merchant tame from Muſco, and.bzought 
the Friers two letters wyth hym , repozting that the 
102d Chauncello2, in ſatiſfaction of the wꝛong and ill 
vſage he extended to fir Anthony, ſent after the Frier 
fo the bozders , who twke both his letters and alt his 
ſubſtante that he had deceitfully and lewdly gotten in 
many peares befoze in the Indiacs from him, leauing 
him not fo much as his Friers werde: and whether hee 
cauſed his th;oate to be cut, it was vncerfayne,butnot 
vnlike.
